NE of the many dangers attending the footsteps of 


those "who travel Is the possibility of the engineer 


of a train dying at his post. 


Death has often come to engineeis in the cab but so 


far as known no accident has resulted from that cause.

•When an engineer has been found dead m the wreck of 
his machine, none can tell whether he was dead before the

his seat, he thought he saw a red light flash past, while 
the engine seemed to be running at unusually lugh speed 
But the fireman asked no questions, presently going back 
to his work shoveling coal into the voracious furnace 
Again he thought he saw a red light He looked up at the 
engineer, but the latter seemed to be watching intently 
ahead, and the fireman said nothing 


It was not until a third led light flashed out that tne 


fireman determined to go closer and see wh> it was that 
the engineer maintained that attitude and he found the 
man dead his skull haMng been crushed The engineer 
iiad leaned fai out to see the hot box and that cost him 
his life
